It was tho spirited 
contest tor Council that brought them 
out In that ward. F. O. Goodwin, one 
of tho Democratic candidates for Coun- 
cil, will con:esr the election, in the 
Fourth, ho fiald at noon today, "on 


«.-. general principles and illegal voting." 
, - "" The 'Democratic vote fell far short 
.' 
ot the -usual numbers, while the Pro- 
hibitionists dropped to fourth place, 
being led in tho totals by the. Social- 
ists. Comparatively few straight tick- 
ets were cast The independent spirit 
of the citizens is being more plainly 
manifested at each succeeding elec- 
tion and those who say that under 
the Baker law it la hard to split a 
ticket, will have to admit that some 


•efficient "splitting" was done Tuesday. 
In tho Fourth Ward alono there were 
357 split tickets, while only 13 Demo- 
crats In the First voted straight. S-iuire 
Frank Miller made an excellent run 
for Justice of the Peace, winning out 
over W. D. Col born, die Democratic 
aspiiant, by 54 votes. 
Miller carried 


the First and Second Wards, while 
Colborn took the other two, but not 
, by enough margin to win in the tola] 


count. Colborn fully expected to carry 
the Second by a safe margin, but lost 
It by St. However, he made a splendid 
run. 


Where contests were on the vote was 


surprisingly close. In tho Second and 
Fourth every tingle vote had its ef- 
fect and In many instauces the result 
was not known until the last vote was 
counted.

It wa» seen she was 
prepared 10 use a woman's weapon, 
tears, against .lorome's attacks. 


District Attorney Jor<»me produced 


a number of photographs of Evelyn 
when sl.e was on artists' model, ques- 
tioning her as to when they were tak- 
en. 
Ifo further questioned her about

It the dominant party in any district 
iails to nominate Its good men ior 
office, but presents instead men whobc 
characters are not above suspicion or 
whose abilities are not up to the 
standard, the party must not expect 
the taxpayers to confirm its mistake;. 


A feature o£ the elections was the 


light vote polled in spite o£ the earnest 
nature ot many of the contests. Tha 
lack ot Interest in the Uniform Pri- 
mary seems to hnve foreshadowed the 
Indifference to the election itself. 


In ' Councils vills, tho contesc ior 


Town Council seems to have exhausted 
itself at the primary polls, whon the 
machine Democrats were utteily rout- 
ed. The parties split evenly electing 
two Councilman each, though the vote 
was very close In tho Seciond Ward. 
Tho'new Towii Council Is expected to 
shake out all the ring methods thut 
have prevailed during the past sev- 


'•eral years and give the town u, rc- 
lorm government with a proper claim 
td the title. 


The School Board's reform element 


has been strengthened by the results 
of the election. The Nehemlahs will 
be securely intrenched on the Wall of 
Progress and with the proper effort 
wjll be able to keep incompetent teach- 
ers from climbing into tho schools. 


Upon the whole, the spring elections 


•were highly satisfactory.
